AT CHAFFEY UNION 


Citrus growers to the number of 
one hundred and fifty gathered Sat- 
urday morning in Chaffey audito- 
rium to listen to the discussions of 
plant diseases and fruit blemishes, 
as presented by members of the 
staff of the Citrus Experiment Sta- 
jtion. R. O. Price, chairman of the | 
|local committee, presided at the 
| meeting 
| The first speaker was Dr. H. S. 
|Fawcett. Dr. Fawcett nas made a 
|very thorough study of all forms of 
gum disease for several years, and 
jis by common consent the foremost 
jauthority on this subject in the 
| United States. 

The cause of brown rot 
ease has been thoroughly 
gated and is now definitely 
It has been absolutely proven that 
the same fungus that causes the 
brown rot of lemons causes also the 
brown rot gum disease. At the plant 
disease laboratory we transferred 
portions of lemons having brown rot 
to wounds in trees, and 
caused the brown rot in them. This 
was done twice, showing absolutely 
that the same disease causes both. 

The cure is_ simple. Bordeaux 
paste, prepared as follows: Dissolve 
1 pound of bluestone in 3 quarts of 
water. In another three quarts dis- 
solve 2 pounds of quick lime. Then

mix the two solutions. This solu- 
tion should not be kept more than 
one or two days, as it deteriorates 
in quality. 

But the best cure is prevention. 


Clear the dirt away from the tree, 
to the depth of the first large roots. 
If you are planting a new grove, bud 
high, using sour stock. This stock 
is almost totally resistant to the at- 
tacks of the brown rot fungus. For 
old trees in heavy soil, it is better 
to paint the base of all trees with 
Bordeaux paste, whether the trees 
show any sign of gumming or not. 

If a tree is so far gone as to 
make it necessary to cut out the 
tree, a good sized hole should be 
filled with new diri placing 
the new tree in position. 
| The gumming does not contain 
the disease; it ie simply due to the 
sap forcing its way toward the 
roots, and being stopped by the de- 
stroyed tissue. 

look out for “tree doctors” who 
guarantee to cure the trees in six 
months or a year. The disease is 
dormant during a certain portion of 
the year; hence no one should be

paid until the tree has been tested 
through one dormant season and 
the late spring and summer. 

The only danger in the use of 
Bordeaux paste is from fumigation. 
If the limbs are painted, and the 
trees fumigated some time after, 
the tree is liable to be defoliated. 

Unfortunately, we do not know 
the cause of scaly bark, as we do 
gum disease. The scaly bark seems 
to be worst on sandy and gravelly 
soil. The disease also attacks the 
wood. There are three stages in 
the development of the disease: (1) 
Where the infestation is no larger 


than one’s hand. By watching the 
|grove, and cutting out the diseased 
|portion, cutting as deeply as there 
is any evidence of the disease, 
| treating with the Bordeaux paste, 
ithe disease can be controlled. (2) 
Where the infestation has spread | 


around the tree. Scrape off the loose 
bark with a sharp instrument and 
‘arefully cut off the outer half of 
che diseased bark, and then paint 
with Bordeaux. Sometimes this is 
effective, sometimes not. (3) The 
j infestation spreads to the wood. In 
this stage the tree cannot be per-

Every possible effort should be 
made to save the tree. Mr. Henry 
of Stewart’s Grove has shown what 
may be done by careful work, 

Prof. Barrett was unable to be 
present, so Mr. Vaile of the Experi- 
ment Station, spoke in his stead, on 
the subject of brown rot of lemons. 
This is the season of the year when 
spraying should be done. The cost 


is not excessive—not over about 6 
cents per tree. It should be done 
after fumigation, and immediately 


after the first rain. Just before the 
rains would do just as well, except 
that if applied before, the Bordeaux 
falls on the dust that is on the 


leaves, and does not adhere so well 
to the tree. The Bordeaux should 


be mixed according to the following 


formula: Four pounds bluestone; 4 
pounds unslacked lime, 50 gallons 
water. Dissolve the bluestone in 
yne half the water, the lime in the 
lother half, and mix the two dilute 
mixtures, 

Spray only that portion of the 


ground under the drip of the tree. 

Mr. Vaile spoke also concerning 
The station does not 
recommend spraying for moss unl- 
less the grove is to be sprayed for 
something else—red spider, for in- 
stance. This moss does a certain 
amount of injury, but not enough to 
make it worth while to recommend 
that the tree be sprayed. The moss 
is worst on trees that are already 
in poor condition. 

Mr. Price reported that he sprays 
his trees thoroughly each year, in 
November, at a cost of about eight 
dollars per acre. 


Prof. Faweett spoke for a_ short 
time on the subject of fruit biem- 
ishes. jreen spot on the lemon is 
caused by the oil of the fruit being 
spread over the surface. The in- 
jury is worst if the oil is spread 
on the fruit while it is moist. The 
two remedies, therefore, are to 


while it is moist 
carefully as 


avoid picking fruit 
and to handle fruit as 
possible. 

Cracking or splitting of oranges 
seems to be caused by conditions of 
alternate dryness and moisture; or 
by a very slight attack of the navel 
rot fungus; or by Florida due-back.
